Kaiser has failed to do, and the friend- 
ship between the two old men—King 
William and Bismarck—is. best ex- 
pressed by the word “never” which 
William wrote on the margin of the 
letter Bismarck sent to him asking to 
resign on account of his growing too old 
to be Chancellor.

A Rare Man 


One of the state’s finest characters 
has closed his life work, and finished his | 
services in the state’s. great industrial 
life, through the death of Mr. Lucius 
Tuttle.

The 
call was made, and directly, and with 
no equivocation, Mr. Tuttle stated that 
he wished to make one request in con- 
nection with the appointment of. legis- |. 
lative committees for the coming session. 
With such dignity as he could command, 
the Speaker-elect replied that he would 
give such a request careful considera- 
tion, and heard it expressed much to his 
surprise, in the following words-. of 
President Tuttle: 

“T have no interest in the organiza- 
tion of your body other than to see that 
honest men consider public service 
questions. A certain man was the only 
man who came to me last vear and baged 
his support for certain legislation upon 
a requested payment of money; such a 
man is not fit to serve in the Legislature | 
at all, and is even more unfit to be a 
member of any committee of the Legis- 
lature having to do with public ye ad 
matters. I wish you would not make 
him a member of the Railroad Com- 
mittee this year for this reason, and 
this alone.” ; 

A new view was thus given of the fine 
character, public spirit, and full-sized 
manhood of Lucius Tuttle. That view 
was only amplified and strengthened as 
the days went by, from that time until 
the present, with a knowledge of the 
big, human, full-sized character that he 
impressed upon every situation of which 
he found himself a part. To know 
Lucius Tuttle the man, has been one of 
the satisfactions that has come to 
every man in public life who has had to 
do with the problems in which he was 
interested, and in that association had 
to do with Mr. Tuttle himself. 


What Later Figures Suggest 


The revised figures as prepared by the 
Governor and Council showing the final 
result of the people’s voting in Novem- 
ber for state offices, is rather disa 
pointing to the friends of Mr. McCall 
who had felt that his run was a peculiar- 
ly striking one. There isn’t any ques- 
tion but that Mr. McCall made an 
excellent run, and that he was a candi- 
date who carried the loyal support of 
the Republican party, and in addition | 
the esteem and respect of his oppo- | 
nents. But there are some significant | 
features associated with the election re- | 
turns as finally presented which cannot 
wisely be overlooked by those who are | 
shaping up Republican plans for the 
future. Mr. McCall failed -to carry 
practically every one of the industrial 
centres of the state; the Republican 
Congressmen running in the same 
centres carried the great majority of 
them. Mr. McCall failed to carry the 
state by a round ten thousand; the Re- 
publican Congressmen carried the state 
by a round thirty-five thousand. If 
comparisons are made between the 
Republican candidate for Governor, 
and candidates on the Republican 
ticket for the state Senate, the state 
Legislature, or the Governor’s Council, 
the same strikingly significant situation 
appears. 

Are there not some lessons to be 
learned from this situation? This not 
by any means along the line of suggest- 
ing that Mr. McCall isn’t the candidate 
to be nominated for a second try in 1915, 
but rather along the lines of suggesting 
whether a different sort of campaign 
must not be laid out for the head of the 
ticket than that which was made in 
the campaign which has just closed. 
Some way or other, there must be pro- 
vided for the coming year an arrange- 
ment of issues that shall give to the 
contest next year a form of “punch” 
that it did not possess last month, and | 
which many people believe if it had 
possessed, might, have resulted in =| 
complete victory for the Republican 
party in Massachusetts.

What of Christmas 


Is Christmas to be a SPUG Christ- 
mas, or is it to be just as full of generous 
giving as in years past? Those who have 
goods to sell insist that there is no 
wisdom in the sort of intrenchment that 
many people are preaching, believing 
that the restricted income in passing 
along in this way, only travels the circle 
until it reaches a more restricted income 
in its final lodging-place. Perhaps this 
view isn’t confined entirely to those 
who have goods to sell, for there are 
‘some writers not directly interested in 
merchandising who have expressed sim- 
ilar opinions. Others have taken the 
ground that at a time when the entire 
world is so upset as it is at the present, 
all. giving should take the form of 
genuine philanthropy in which some- 
thing useful passes on to the sufferer or 
the needy. In addition there’ is that 
group always with us who can see no 
value at all in the spreading of good 
cheer. that associates itself with every 
Christmas gift given in the right spirit, 
and all together, with other groups not 
mentioned, these various groups make 
up a pretty formidable organization at 
the present time for working out the 
restriction of Christmas giving. 

Isn’t there somewhere a sane and 
sensible medium ground which people 


may adopt, not only this year but in all | 


years, and perhaps with more ease at 
the present time than if the year were 
a normal one? A lot of Christmas giv- 
ing is undoubtedly unwise and silly, 
and much of this that is unwise and 
silly takes on the form of the yearly 
swap in which a gift is made by one to 
another because the other sent a similar 
gift the year before. The result finally 
comes to a situation where the swap- 
ping practically amounts to a passing on 
of gifts that have been held over from 
year to year, with such a result .as that 
which came to the writer’s attention a 
year ago, where a gift that had been 
made four years previous by one young 
lady to another, came back to her from 
a third or fourth party hundreds of 
miles away. Again a lot of the ex- 
pensive giving has grown to such an 
extent that it makes a_ tremendous 
burden upon the pocket of whoever may 
be the money-earner of the family. 

Christmas was never meant, in its 
joy and in its satisfaction, and in its 
representation of the right sort of holi- 
day spirit, to be measured by the 
amount of money which went into its 
observance, and it is true without any 
quéstion, ‘that much of the extrava- 
gant and expensive giving, and dis- 
tribution of laege sums of money for 
things not needed, might be eliminated 
to the advantage of the growth of the 
The 
time is ripe for the correction of a lot 
of the side issues that have grown up 
around the Christmas season, but in 
correcting the side issues, it isn’t neces- 
sary to go so far as to destroy all the 
good features which some of those of 
narrow view would do, if they had their 
way at this particular time.

About every generation has to have a 
lesson as to the incompetency of, the 
Democratic party in administering gov- 
ernment.

p-| a group of such lessons that ought to 


It was 
enough for the people of New England 
to see the results which followed the re- 
vision of the tariff along free trade lines 
under the leadership of the theoretical 
free trade ideas of President Wilson.

mental lines to provide for a proper 
distribution of the necessary machinery 
to put the war tax in motion, and thou- 
sands of business men in the country 
have been put to no end of inconveni- 
ence and discomfort during the past 
three days because in the work of col- 
lecting their war tax the Democratic 
party shows itself again to be a stranger 
to efficiency in government. 
- The only thing that relieves the situ- 
ation at all is the fact that the appli- 
cation of this latest form of advertise- 
ment for Democratic inefficiency is be- 
ing brought home with telling force to 
a great body of middle class citizens 
who didn’t have any of the discomforts 
of the income tax, and who haven’t 
known much about all previous Demo- 
cratic incompetency in relation to the 
tariff. With’ the different forms of 
burden which the party has now got 
fixed upon the people, there aren’t very 
many who are going to escape, and it 
looks as if it were mighty lucky for the 
Democratic party that the war tax was 
not put into effect October first instead 
of December first.

School Committee Meeting 


The monthly meeting of the Board, 
the last of the fiscal year, was held in the 
Committee’s rooms Tuesday evening.

Plock ig sixty miles west of War- 
saw and ten miles north of Gombin, 
the town taken by the Russians sev- 
eral days ago. The chief signifi- 
cance of the news is that the Rus- 
sians are flow squarely on the north 
flank of the decimated army of Gen- 
eral voh Makkensen, which hag just 
broken through the terrible ring 
drawn around it at Lodz. 

In the course of the battling at 
Plock the Russians report that they 
captured four ammunition barges, 
five steamboats and another barge 
loaded with cartridges. Especial in- 
terest attaches to these captures, in- 
asmuch as the Germans are relying 
mainly upon the river Vistula for 
maintaining easy communication with 
their frontier and the armies in Po- 
land. 

The occupation of Plock and the 
capture of the river craft ts regarded 
es a step toward cutting these com- 
munications, and a further develop- 
ment fn an attempt to again surround 
von Makkensen’s army. 

In Galicia the only event of the day 
was a sortie of the Przemys! garrison, 
Vienna asserts that the sortie was 
successful.

The economic distribution of farm 
products is today the world’s greatest 
problem and the war, while it has 
brought its: hardships, has clearly em- 
phasized; the importance of distribu- 
tion as a factor in American agricul- 
ture and promises to give the. farnm- 
ers the ‘co-operation of the .govera- 
ment and the business men the 
solution of their marketing problem. 

This result will, in a measure, com- 
pensate us for our war. losses, for the 
business interests and government 
have*béen it the main assisting al- 
most exclusively on the production 
side‘of agriculture. While the depart- 
ment of agriculture has been dumping 
tons of literature on the farmer telling 
him how to produce, the farmer has 
been dymping tons of products in the 
nation’s garbage can for want of a 
market. . . 

The World Will Never Starve, 

At ho time since Adam and Eve 
were driven from the Garden of Eden 
have the inhabitants of this world 
suffered from lack of production, but 
some peoplé have gone hungry from 
the day of creation to this good hour 
for the lack of proper distribution. 
Slight variations in production have 
forced a change in diet and one local- 
ity has felt the pinch of want, while | 
another surfeited, but the world as a 
whole has ever been a land of plenty. 

We now have less than one-tenth of 
the tillable land of the earth’s surface 
under cultivation, and we not only 
bave this surplus area to draw on but 
it is safe to estimate that‘in case of 
dire necessi onehalf the earth’s 
population could at the present time 
knock: their ‘living out of the trees 
of the forest, gather.1t from ‘wild 
vines and draw it from streams.. No 
one showld become alarmed; the 
world will never statve,

Duty Kept So'dier Rig d 


A Russian so'dier has some interest- 


ing things to tell of his experiences 
while a member of the imperial guard, 
a corps composed entirely of picked 
men. 

The Czar was constantly guarded, 
and there were so many court cere- 
monies and military or official functions 
whereat it was necessary to remain in 
rigid correct position, sometimes for 
hours at a time, and often with the mer- 
cury below zero, clad in a uniform gor- 
geous but overtight and of an insufficient 
number of thicknesses, that it was often 
a question whether a man could main- 
tain his post to the end without fainting 
or freezing. 

Russian soldiers have, since the days 
of Peter the Great, enjoyed a reputation 
for military stolidity, if not precision, 
excelled only by the Germans. Yet 
there is recorded an instance of the ad- 
mirable immobility of a soldier of the 
more excitable French. Nor was he one 
of the famous old guard of the great 
Napoleon, but instead a mere palace 
guard of “Napoleon the Little” in the 
heyday of the ephemeral brilliance of 
the second empire. 

He was posted on guard in a corridor 
of the court, where he stood so perfectly 
still that the prince imperial, then a 
child, was seized with an impish desire 
to stir him to human behavior, and in 
the hope of doing so poured the con- 
tents of a bag of sugar plums into his 
boot. The man never moved, nor’ so 
much as lowered his eyes. 

When, the next day, the story was 
told the Empress she laid a wager with 
Col. Verly, to whose regiment the stolid 
hero belonged, that she would succeed 
where her son had failed. The colonel 
escorted her to the corridor, where she 
walked up to the man and endeavored 
by every means, except, of course, direct 
address, to which it would have been his 
duty to respond, to attract his attention. 
It was quite in vain. He remained un- 
regarding, respectfully rigid, as if 
turned to stone. Moreover, she ob- 
served Col. Verly smiling at her dis- 
comfiture. It was too much. With 
characteristic impetuosity she stepped 
close. to the sentinel and boxed his ears. 
Not a muscle moved. 

The colonel had won his wager. The 
Empress afterward sent the man a hand- 
some compensation for the cuff he had 
received, but he refused to accept it, 
declaring—and there spoke the un- 
mistakable Frenchman, after all—that 
he had been already sufficiently com- 
pensated by the touch of his sovereign 
lady’s hand on his cheek.

One of the most important strategic 
points on Swiss soil, where it was feared 
that the hostile armies might eventual- 
ly clash is the historic city of Basle 
(Bale in French, Basel in German) 
which has already figured in several 
war dispatches. 

Basle, the gate of Switzerland, as it 
is frequently described, is situated upon 
both banks of the Rhine, right where 
the classic river dashes in. a sweeping 
curve toward the German empire. It is 
thus in closest vicinity to the German 
frontier and at the same time~but 20/' 
miles distant from the nearest French 
territory. : 

During the second half of the 16th 
century Basle was chosen as a shelter by 
Italian and French refugees of the re- 
formation and they, by introducing the |: 
textile and silk industries, actually laid 
the permanent foundation to the city’s 
proverbial wealth.
